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DISCUSSES 

RESEARCH 


Miss  Lois  X.  Halls?  Talks  to  Social 
Science  Group  About  Methods  to  Be 
Used  in  Doing  Research  Work— Uses 
Her  Thesis  to  Illustrate. 


“Methods  o£  Research”  was -the 
subject  discussed  before  the  Social 
Science  Club  Thursday  evening  by  Miss 
Lois  Halley  of  the  Social  Science  De¬ 
partment. 

“To  make  research  worth  while  and 
valuable,”  said  Miss  Halley,  “one  must 
have  a  working  plan  and  some  systema¬ 
tic  organization.  Haphazard  aud  spas¬ 
modic  surveys  rarely  amount  to  any¬ 
thing.  The  problem  should  be  dccid- 
'  cd  upon  rather  definitely  and  a  method 
decided  upon.”  i  > 

Miss  Halley  spoke  on  a  method  of 
approach,  using  the  ,  illustration  of '  a 
*  research  project  which  she.  carried  on 
'  at  the  University  of  Chicago  on  the 
problem,  “The  Motion  Picture  as  a 
Means  of  Communication.” 

“The  widespread  use  of  the  motion 
picture  in  muny  fields  has  brought  it 
vital  connection  with  social  life  ’  ’  said 
Miss  Halley,  “if  we  are  to  know  the 
.  .force  of  its  message  to. twenty  million 
people  who  see  it  daily  we  must  make 
careful  study  of  its  many  uses.  The 
motion  picture  is  .one  medium  which 
entertains,  instructs, .mnd  brings  about 
an  understanding  between  man  amt 
man  and  between  nation’  and  nation.” 

’Miss  Halley’s  study  was  an  attempt 
to  survey  tlie  .motion  picture  in  an 
urban  community.  Thorc  it  was  found 
to  .have,  various;  uses  aud  various  of- 
V  fccts  on.  the  audieiicC.  It  is  accepted 
by  ' industry  aud '  the  schools  and  in 
those  fields  its  exact  standing  will  be 
approved.  The  survey  made  may  be 
divided  into  six  parts: 

(I.)  'A  study  of  the  literature  avuil- 
.  able. -  This  was -classified  aud  found 
to /fall  into  six  groups  including  the 
.enthusiasts,.,  those  interested  in  social 
‘valu'es, 'those  interested  in  the  develop-, 
jndh't  of  ijidustryy  those  interested  in; 
csjtlietic  qiiaiitics,  tlio  psycholdgistl  and 
the  -educator.  ' 

v‘v'('a)'.'-  A  collection  of  statistics  from 
the  'city  records. 

;  (3.)  X' study  of  methods  of  control 
from  the'  reports  and  statutes  ■  and 
through  interviews  with  persons  con- 
■"  ceriied.  • 

•  (4.)  Investigation  of  the  means  of 
attraction  to  the  '  theuters,  .  through 
.magazines)  newspupers,  advertising 
posters,  and  of  the  theaters  themselves. 
Some  surveys  by  other  peoplo.of  this 
subject  proved  valuable.  Opinions  on 
patlioiogical  effects  were  gathured  from 
many  sources.  ,  .  .  ~ 

^  (5.)  Interviews  with  those  con¬ 
nected'  with  school  furnished  material 
concerning  the  use  of  pictures  in  the 
schools  ’’  Tlioso  experiments  wore 
studied  from  the  printed  reports. 

(6.)  Roports  and  bulletins  of  the 
Screen  Advertisers  Association  was  the 
basis  for  material  for  the  industrial 
uses  of  tho  motion  pictures.  Lotto.vs 
and  interviews  gavo  some  idea  of  the 
roligious  uses.. 

The  material  was  divided  into  five

Other  nuinborllUf 'the  progriun  were 
“History  as'  a’  Selonfeb'”  by  Erhestiuo 
-Babb  and  “Objectives  /in  History 
Teaching”  by  AY.  I.  Lewis.  .Those 
were  research  papers  iu  tho  history  de 
part,gicut. 

As  a  special  feature  on  tho  program 
a  discussion  of  the  “Life  of  William 
Je'uuihgs  Bryuii”  was  lead  by  Mr.  .T. 
II.  Cook  of  tho  History  Department. 
In  discussing  Mr.  Bryan ’s  rolntion  to 
social  science  'Mr.  Cook  brought  out 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Bryun  was  a  “grout 
gtoqp  man.”  He  was  u  Christian 
statesman,  uncompromising,  aud  always 
'  “morally  on  the  right  side  us  fur  us 
American  ideals  und  ethics  were  con 
corned. ”  During  the  discussion  Mr. 
Cook'  brought  but  the  idea  that  Mr. 
Bryan  showed  by  his  owu  life  thut  a 
man  could  dcul  with  politics  for  a  life¬ 
time  und  come  out  morally  clean.

Teachers’  Colleges 

May  Obtain  Funds 

The  University  of  Missouri,  the  five 
slate  teachers  colleges  and  other  state 
institutions  appfcni'cntly  will  got,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  Story  in  the  Kansas  City  Jour¬ 
nal  Post,  the  funds  for  new  buildings 
which  were  appropriated  by  the  recent 
legislature  but  were  held  up  by  Gov¬ 
ernor  Sam  A.  Baker.

The  governor  said  that  tiic  revenues 
of  tiic  state  were  reaching  a  larger 
figure  tliuu  lie  had  anticipated  and  lie 
expected  to  bo  able  to  rclcaso  tho  build¬ 
ing  appropriations  in  the  present  bicn- 
niul  period.  It  seems  that  more  rev¬ 
enue  will  be  collected  than  was  es¬ 
timated  at  tiic  start  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  six  months  ago,  and  that  tho 
expected  increase  together  witii  tiic 
savings  through  economy  in  various  de¬ 
partments  of  tho  stato  government., 
might  make  possible  the  releasing  of  all 
the  appropriations. 

If  it  will  be  possible  to  release  these, 
appropriations,  it  is  expected  that  the 
money  will  not  be  available  until  the 
-ast'  half  of .  tho  1925-1926  Biennium.

.  Mr.  Glenn  of  the  Industrial  Arts 
Department,  attended  the  State  Vo¬ 
cational  Education  Conference  and 
Iowa  Association  of  Industrial  pi  ml 
Manual  Arts  Teachers  at  Ames,  Iowa 
July  20  to  24. 

Mr.  Glenn  took  part  in  tiic  Industrial 
Education  program.'  His  discussions 
worp'on  Industrial  Arts  in  the  smaller 
schools.  Is.  the  Manual  Artss  Teacher  to 
be  held  responsible  as  a  leader  in  his 
coipimmity,  not  only 'for  manual  arts 
instruction,  but  also  for  other  activities 
was  the  question  discussed. 

K.  G.  Smith,  State  Supervisor  of  *In- 
dust.ripl  .Education  of  Michigan,  sn  id 
in  regarefto  the  industrial  arts  in  the 
'curriculum,  that  below  the  sixth  grade' 
the  industrial  arts  should  be  an  ex- 
pressioiial  and  appreciation  type,  hand¬ 
led  by  the  classroom  teacher.  Tho  aim 
or 'purpose,  he  said  is  to  acquaint  the 
student  with  modern  production,  trans¬ 
portation;  to  retain  correlation  of  hand 
and  mind;  to  retain  tho  interest -of  the 
practical  minded  boys  ill  regular  school 
work;  to  prepare  pupils  for 'tryout 
courses  to  be  given  in  the  seventh  ‘‘and 
eighth  grades  of  the  junior  high  school. 

In  Junior  high  school',  tryout  cour¬ 
ses  should  bo  presented,  according  to 
Mr.  Smith.  The  controlling  purpose  of 
these  is  to  give  the  pupil  a  working 
experience  in  the  various  occupations, 
which  along  with  occupational  study, 
and  vocational  counseling  will  better 
enable  him  intelligently  to  eliooso  tho 
vocation  for  which  ho  is  best  adapted,, 
and  ,in  which  ho  is  most  interested. 
Those  courses  also  endeavor  to  develop 
in  the  boy  the  ability  to  use  intelli¬ 
gently  the  common  wood  und  motal 
tools,  to  understand  and  maintain  mod¬ 
ern  homo  appliances,  and  to  be  more 
efficient  in  life.  « 

In  the  high  school  ho  would  give 
n  t'eehnioul  course,  tho  controlling  pur¬ 
pose  of  which  is  to  meet  t he  need  of 
the  hoy  who  is  planning  on  further 
education,  by  giving  him  a  technical 
foundation  for  a  professional  course, 
or  advanced  traiuing  in  the  field  lie  lias 
choscu  for  a  vocation. 

Mr.  Smith’s  talk  was  very  'interest- 
iug,  according  to  Mr.  Glenn,  iu,  us 
much  as  it  agreed  with  tho  program 
of  work  as  suggested  by  tho  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  Department  of  the  College 
hero,  an  outline  of  which  follows. 

1.  Industrial  Arts  below  tho  junior 
high  school  should  bo  taken  euro  of 
by  clussroom  teacher. 

2.  A  general  shop  is  suited  for  tho 

junior  high  school  iu  tho  jsinallor 
schools.  - 

u.  General  shop  .toucher’s  problem 
becomes  one  of  management,  not  of  dis¬ 
cipline. 

b.  In  so  fur  us  tho  problem  of  inun- 
ugouicnt  cuu  bo  solved  the  guncrul  shop 
is  a  success  or  u  fuilure. 

c.  At  best,  the  geuerul  shop  rodu 
cos  teaching  to.,assigning  problems  und 
checkiug  results,  and  ut  its  worst  is 
a  dauiugiug  chaos. 

o.  With  development  aud  modifi 
cation  the  general  shop  may  become  of 
festive— “  The  Missouri  plqu  worthy 
of  uote,”  While  at  Arnos,  Mr.  Gieuu 
met  a  number  of  Mr,  Partck's  friends 
who  .  were  much  interested  in  .

Tho  new  gym  will  bo’  finished  this 
week. 

That  is,  it  will  if  nothing  unexpected 
happens  between  the  time  tills  story 
is  written  and  Saturday.  The  Board 
of  Regents  will  meet  bore  Monday  to 
accept,  the  building. 

However,  there  remains  several  little 
odd  jobs  to  be  done  about  the  building, 
including  grading  and  completion  of 
sidewalks.  Despite  this  fact  President 
Lamkin  lias  announced  -that  the  now 
building  will  lib  open  for  inspection 
next  Tuesday  afternoon  from  4  o’clock 
to  7:30.  This  arrangement  has  been 
made  primarily  to  permit  members  of 
the  present  student  body  to  see  the 
new  gym  before  they  return  home. 
However,  the  general  public  is  welcome 
to  inspect  the  building,  during  the 
same  hours- Tucsduy,  ,-( 

The  formal  opening'  of  the  gymnas¬ 
ium  will  be  held  soineti'mo  later  in  the 
fall. 

If  you  go  down  there  Tuesday  after¬ 
noon — and  of  course  every  student  will 
— you  will  see  a  new  structure  107  by 
111  feet,  of  red  Vick  to  harmonize 
witii  the  other  buildings  on  the  campus. 
Carthage  stone  lias  been  used  for  cor¬ 
nices  and  trimmings  about  the  sills. 
Slight  projections  of  the  wall  at  the 
corners  represent  tho  “towers”  of  the 
main  building.  The  architecture 
strictly  conservative,  but  effective  and 
of,  the  athletic  type. 

Von  will  note  that  the  main  entrance 
is  slightly  suggestive  of  the  main  ent¬ 
rance  to  tho  administration  building 
and  tiic  lamps  to  bo  in  front  are  simi¬ 
lar  in  design  and  placement  to  tlioso  of 
the  Residence  Hull  front.  Yyu  will 
bo  ushered  in  tho  mnin.onl’raiiee  ou  the 
East  to  ‘  a  short  spacious  corridor 
which  leads  you  to  the  placing  floor 
and  other  parts  of  tiic  building.  To 
tho  left  of  this  corridor  will  ho  the  of¬ 
fices  of  Conch  Lawrence  and  Coach 
Jones  ami  tiic  “M”  Club  room.  To 
tlie  right  is '  a  suite  of  rooms  to  lie 
the  offices  of  Miss  Manley,  anti  her 
assistants  in  tlie  women’s  physical  edu¬ 
cation  department.  The  corridor  will 
take  you  to  tho  playing,  court  oh  tlie 
muiii  floor,  a  room  .80  by  ,110  feet. 
Thu  playing  court  will  bo  30  by  00 
feet,  full  regulation  sizo  and  capable 
of  being  divided  in  two  courts,  the 
division  being  lmido  by  an  accordion 
partition.  Souting  capacity  is  provid¬ 
ed  for  1800  to  2,000  people.  Tlie  bal¬ 
conies  are  -eleven  feet  high  und  aro 
tli roe  feet  buck  from  the  playing  floor. 
Three  feet  qri  each  sido  and  ten  feet 
on  each  end  tiro  provided  for  out-of- 
bounds  space.  Tho  distance  from  the 
floor  to  tho  bottom  of  tho  trusses  is 
22  feet.  • 

Tho  second  floor  adjacent  to  tlie  bal¬ 
cony  on  tho  oust  coataias  an  offic.o, 
examination  rooms,  and  class  ruoms 
for  physical  education. 

On  tho  basement  fUiop  you  will  see 
many  new  feuturcs  und  innovations 
in  gymnasium  building.  Iu  tlie  south¬ 
west  corner  is  located  the'  swimming 
pool,  110  by  20  feet.  Tho  pool  is  finish- 
od^  in  white  tile,  sides  und  bottom 
with  the  depths  of  4%,  5,  and  11 
foot  worked  in  black  in  tho  tile.  A 
springing  board  is  provided  on  the 
south,  end.  A  wulk  around  the  pool 
is  ulso  finished  in  white  tile.  The  pool 
holds  50,000  gallons  of  wutor  which 
cau  be  heated  aud  will  be  filtered,  puri- 
tied,  und  ehuugyd  every  ten  hgurs.  ,  A 
gallery  for  spectators  has  been  provid¬ 
ed  on  one  aide  of  the  pool,  .  ..

Tiic  class  in  Consolidated  and  Riiral 
High  School  lias  done  some  exceptional¬ 
ly  good  work  this  summer.  Investiga¬ 
tions  have  been  made  into  the  costs  of 
maintaining  school  systems.  Schools 
located  in  towns  of  less  than  5000  popu¬ 
lation  and  consolidated  schools  of  Mis¬ 
souri  were  taken  into  consideration. 
Among  other  things,  they  found  that 
the  average  valuation  back  of  cncli 
school  child  iu  tlie  towns  was  $3,848. 
Wliilo  the  valuation  back  of  each  child 
ill  tho  consolidated  districts  was  $7,555. 
They  also  found  that  tlie  money  ex¬ 
pended  each  year  per  pupil  in  the  towns 
was  approximately  $57,  while  in  tho 
consolidated  rural  high  school  it  was 
$79  per  pupil.  .  ..  ..  .  .  .. 

A  comparison  of  the  city  systems  of 
Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  nad  Maryville 
was  also  made.  This  comparison 
brought  out.  the  fact  that  Kansas  City 
lias  an  average  valuation  of  $5,555  back 
of  each  child,  St.  Joseph  $5,000  and 
Maryville  $4,500  Kansas  City  spends 
each  year  nil  average'  of  $131  per 
child,  St.  Joseph  $73,  and  Maryville 
$70. 

These  facts  arc  all  in  tubulated  form 
oil  tlie  board  in  tlicir  class  room.  Ad¬ 
ministrators  and  teachers  should  see 
and  study  them.  This  data  has  been 
collected  and  tabulated  by  W.  T.  Wil¬ 
liams  and  Marvin  l’igg. 

Another  piece  of  work  that  is  very 
commendable  is  a  display  of  school 
architectural  plans.  This  display  lias 
boon  worked  oat  for  schools  that  have 
an  enrollment  from  200  to  700.  The 
cost  of  school  plants  shown  are  from 
$20,000  to  $265,000.  .  On  the  various 
sheets  are  shown  plans  of  tlie  following: 
gymnasiums,  corridors  and  stairways, 
swimming  pools,  auditoriums,  special 
feature  rooms,  and  other  features  of 
tho  modern  school  plant,  consisting  in 
all  of  250  cuts  and  diagrams.

Dr.  Eugene  Fair,  of  Kirksville,  in¬ 
coming  president  of  the  Stato  Teachers 
Collego  there,  was  tlie  spenker  ai  tho 
Wednesday  morning  assembly.  'Ho 
spoke  on  the  subject 1 '  Outstanding  Fun¬ 
damental  Causes  of  War.” 

Preceding  Dr.  Fair’s  address  a  trio 
consisting  of  Murgarot  Dietz,  vidliu, 
Dorothy  Cave,  cello,  Gertrude  Belt, 
piano,  played  two  numbers  “Spanish 
Dance”  by  MoszkowBki,  and  ‘ ‘ Moorish 
Nightsong,”  by  Rascli;  and  Mr.  Scod- 
gard  of  Frccmont,  Nebraska,  •  Bang,  two 
songs,  “In  time  of  Roses”  by  Relcli- 
liardt,  nnd  “Invictus”  by  Huimj'and 
an  encore  number.  . 

At  tho  close  of  tiic  musical  program, 
President' Lamkin  arose  and  in  a  few 
words,  called  the  attention  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  the  .  passing  out  Qf  William 
Jennings  Bryan,  saying  that  it  was  fit¬ 
ting  and  proper  to,  pause,  a  moment 'iu 
respect  to  a  great  man.

she  has.  approximately)  fifty-six  million 
industrious  progressive  people  as  com¬ 
pared  witii  3,500,000  in  Missouri.  While 
Japan’s -population  is  increasing,  ,700,- 
000  a- year,  Missouri’s  increase  ia  onlv 
4  per  cent  and  that  of  tho  U.  S.  is  14 
per  cent.  Mr.  Fair  gave  as  his  second 
reason  for  a  country  like  Japan  goili'g 
to  war  that  sho  is  restrained  from,  go¬ 
ing  to  wasto  places  in  the .  world  and 
developing  tlie  resources.  If  Sho  wore 
allowed  to  do  this  she  might  make  one 
large  aiul  industrious  city  out  of  her  - 
territory.  The  third  causcn-  then  Mr. 
Fair  suggests  would  bo  the 'struggle  for- 
a  market  for  the  products.  •'•  The 
fourth  causo  would  .bo  restraint  froqi 
freedom  of  highways  of  trade.  .
